Throughout Yesterday County Judge 
and 
Commissioners 
Kept 
Busy 
Examining and Paying for Hides. 


Webb county will be heavily taxed 
In paying the state regulation bounty 
for wild animal hides and ears at this 
term of the commissioners court. Ac­ 
cording to reliable information given 
the Times reporter this morning the 
total number of vouchers issued by 
the county clerk 
yesterday in 
pay­ 
ment for these pelts aggregated near­ 
ly $2,000, the largest amount paid any 
one man being $230, and these rep­ 
resented mostly coyote hides at 12 
each and a number of cat hides at ll 
each. 
Today the commissioners are again 
examining and allowing for hides and 
it is probable that fully $ ’..000 will be 
paid out 
in 
bounty awards for the 
skins precented in two days. 
Yester­ 
day tin- greatc.u rush of wild animal 
hunters in the history of Webb coun­ 
ty gathered about the courthouse with 
big heaps of hides and throughout the 
day the county 
Judge and 
commis­ 
sioners were kept busy examining the 
Lillies and issuing warrants in 
pay­ 
ment therefor. 
Formerly the hides were examined 
and the ears (dipped off, after which 
the owners could take them and 'ell 
th. rn again, receiving pay from both 
t he county and the purchasers of the 
hides. 
Now tile owner of the hides 
gets pay only from the county, the 
hides are taken from them ami hit -r 
destroyed by incineration by tho coun­ 
ty, 
being 
in 
the 
meantime 
st'red 
away in a room. 
To accomplish this 
result the last legislature doubled the 
price of coyote 
hides and also 
tile 
price of some 
others. 
The 
county 
making the bounty payments is re­ 
imbursed to the extent of one-half by 
tie* state, but even then each county 
making bounty payments is at a great 
loss.
